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The applicant's arguments pertaining to claims 1 and 7 are not persuasive. The applicant argues that, "Christiansen clearly requires an 
equal priority, which is not the the specific order of priority as claimed in the present invention. In other words, the present invention does 
not treat the masters by equal priority (see lines 1-3 of page 3 of applicant's remarks filed 5/12/05). The Examiner disagrees with the 
applicant's arguments. Firstly, Christiansen does not require equal priorty of all the masters. At lines 31-45 of column 3, Christensen 
teaches, inter alia, a plurality of devices of a first priority, and at least one device of a second priority so clearly, Christiansen does not 
require equal priority of all of the masters. Lastly, the claim limitation reads "sequentially responding to the requests of each master 
according to a predefined orderly rotation (see lines 4-5 of applicant's claim 1). Christensen teaches sequentially responding to the 
requests of each master based on a round-robin arbitration scheme (see lines 33-55 of column 5 and lines 41-49 of column 8). Round- 
robin arbitration is a predefined orderly rotation. 
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
